GYMPROPOSIL 


Board Assigns Investigator 


After Encouragement 


The board of education Monday 
night assigned Robert F. Beatty, lo­ 
cal architect, to investigate the 
possibilities contained la the sug­ 
gestion by WPA authorities for the 
erection of a gymnasium-auditorium 
here. 
This action was taken following 
the receipt of letters from George 
E. Carr, acting superintendent of 
operations at the Akron district 
office, and A. R. Pittenger, senior 
office engineer at Lisbon. 
The communications, addressed 
to Paul E. Krohmer, Columbiana 
county WPA recreation supervisor, 
and filed with the board, were in 
answer to Mr. Krohm er’s request 
for WPA aid in the erection of a 
gymnasium here as a school board 
project. 
"The district office is afraid that 
if the proposed building should re­ 
quire too much skilled labor we 
could not handle the project as we 
do not have the skilled labor in 
that territory,” Mr. Carr wrote. “If, 
however, this is a very plain type 
of building which will not involve 
too many different skilled trades, 
the chances are that we can handle 
i t ” 
Mr. Pittenger, in his letter, called 
attention to the provisions of the 
relief act of 1939 in which federal 
funds for any building “must not 
exceed a total of $52,000.” He recom­ 
mended that detailed plans for the 
proposed building be obtained by 
the board of education. 
‘‘I would suggest that the engi­ 
neer and other interested parties 
call this office for an appointment 
to discuss the entire project before 
much detailed work is done,” Mr. 
Pittenger wrote. 
On his recommendation the prop­ 
osition was referred to Mr. Beatty 
who will confer with Mr. Pittenger 
and also with Mr. Carr. The archi­ 
tect also probably will inspect a 
gymnasium recently erected with 
WPA labor at Barberton. Until Mr. 
Beatty reports the result of his in­ 
vestigation. the board will "mark 
time” on the proposal.

3 Weeks Of Debate Ends 
With the agreement out of the 
way, Sen. Pittm an (D) of Nevada 
obtained unanimous consent for im­ 
mediate consideration of committee 
amendments to the bill, thus auto­ 
matically ending more than three 
weeks of general debate. 
Efforts to obtain an agreem ent 
heretofore had been blocked by 
senators opposed to repealing the 
arm s embargo, although most of 
them professed to find acceptable 
in some degree other sections of 
the neutrality measure setting up 
controls over shipping and com­ 
merce with belligerent countries. 
Today, however, opposition lead­ 
ers agreed on a debate limitation. 
Meanwhile, Sen. Tobey (R) of 
New Hampshire said that respon­

returned by Miss McNicol after she 
was removed from office by City 
Auditor A. J. Biratn Aug. 30. 
He stated that it Is the duty of 
the county prosecutor to file any 
criminal charges and the duty of 
the city solicitor to file any civil 
action to recover the loss now- 
charged against Miss McNicol. 
Up To Attorney General 
He added that if this Is not done 
within 90 days after th© examiner's 
report Is made public in Columbus, 
the m atter will revert to the state 
attorney general for action. 
He said that both the county 
prosecutor and city solicitor can 
take action at any time. 
Mr. Ferguson stated a survey of 
the books disclosed that most of 
the money was taken during 1938.

It Is reported in official quarters 
that the government will base this 
request on the ground that Ger­ 
many, in the absence of extra-ordin­ 
ary circumstances, had no right to 
send the 4.963-ton vessel Into a neu­ 
tral port, regardless of any contra­ 
band she might have carried. 
While this international aspect of 
the seizure of the American vessel 
Is 
developing 
fast, 
the 
W’hite 
House Is represented to have taken 
the view that, in so far as domes­ 
tic law is concerned, the City of 
Flint was on a "perfectly legal and 
lawful voyage.” 
Based On American Law 
Stephen Early, presidential press 
secretary, explained that in making 
this statem ent he is speaking only 
of American laws and does not 
mean that Germany had no right 
under international law to seise the 
freighter. 
The question of right of seisure 
—apparently supported by the Der* 
mans on their belief that contra­ 
band was aboard—Is being investi­ 
gated by th* state departm ent 
The first move of the govern­ 
ment. however, will be to seek re­ 
lease of th e ship and lier craw of 
42, in command of Capt. Joseph 
Oalnard, 
The City of Flint was 
captured by the German cruiser 
Emden as a prise of war last week. 
She was out of Now York, bound to 
Glasgow, Liverpool and other Eng­ 
lish ports. 
Already the American embassy 
at Moscow has asked the Soviet 
government what becsfme of th* 
crew and at Berlin the embassy 
sought an explanation of the seis­ 
ure. 
Three Aspects Listed 
The W hite House, like some leg­ 
islators, apparently viewed the in­ 
cident ss strengthening the argu­ 
ment for amending the neutrality 
law 
The situation as regards the City 
of Flint, Early said, divides itself 
into these three parts in the W hite 
House view: 
1.—Sh© was on a perfectly legal 
and lawful voyage under existing 
laws. 
2.—Under the neutrality act re­ 
quested of congress, she could not 
have sailed on th at voyage to a 
belligerent port. 
I —The 
state 
department 
has 
sent cablegram* asking its repre­ 
sentatives a t various points abroad 
to develop the facts and report. 
The reports now are being awaited. 
In requesting Russia, as a neu­ 
tral, to release th e ship and crew, 
unless such conditions as storm, 
lack of provisions or a break down 
of m achinery forced her into port, 
the American government will rest 
its case on a traditional American 
attitude. 
, 
Russia May Usa Hague Ruling 
Ruasia, on the other hand, may 
rely upon article 23 of tbe 1907 
Hague convention on neutrality to 
enable her to contest the probable 
United States claim. 
This article stated that a neutral 
power may allow prises to enter 
Its porta and roadsteads, whether 
under convoy or not. when they 
are brought there to be seques­ 
trated pending the decision of rn 
prise court. It may have the prise 
taken to another of Its ports. 
When the United States ratified 
the Hague convention it specifical­ 
ly declined to accept article 23. 
The American position, laid down 
by statem ents and decisions of both 
th© executive and judicial depart­ 
ments. is that granting a belliger­ 
ent the right to sequestrate prise 
ships taken to neutral ports would 
give him a great assistance lf he 
were unable for any reason to take 
his prize ships to his own ports. 
Aided In Athenla Rescue 
Such Is the case with Germany, 
which was clearly unable, because 
of the British blockade in the North 
sea. to take the City of Flint to a 
German port.

ity apples at reasonable prices,

inatitute, 
meeting last August, approved a 
plan whereby low grade fruit will 
be held off the m arket so far as 
possible; the choicest fruit will be 
moved Into consumption at the be­ 
ginning of th** season; 
plenty pf 
first-class

always 
available, and valuable Information 
concerning the various varieties of 
apples and their best uses will be 
widely disseminated. 
However, as any producer knows, 
just putting a good product on the 
m arket in the normal way of busi­ 
ness doesn’t necessarily assure sat­ 
isfactory sales. And the appl* pro­ 
ducers today face a very serious 
marketing problem. 
The 1939 commercial crop will 
reach some 103.000.bd0 bushels, as 
against a 1938-37 average of 96,- 
000,000.

One of the most recent inven­ 
tions in farm machinery is the me­ 
chanical corn picker, which made 
its advent 
into this county re­ 
cently when one was delivered to 
a Wayne township farmer. 
Picking corn by band is tedious 
work. 
Cutting, shocking and husk­ 
ing and hauling fodder involves 
a longer period of time and more 
real 
drudgery 
than 
almost any 
other farm operation, and because 
the 
weather 
is 
often 
uncertain 
during husking tim , speed in har­ 
vesting the crop is highly impor­ 
tant. 
With a corn picker, the task of 
cutting the com is eliminated and 
many farmers prefer to let the 
stalks stand in order that they 
may turn their cattle into the field. 
The pickers are manufactured in 
one and two row machines and are I 
tractor-drawn, 
operated 
by 
one 
man. 
The machine picks the corn j 
from the stalk and busks it and 
carries it on a conveyor to a trail­ 
ing wagon. 
The one-row picker will pick and 
husk as much corn as six or eight 
men. while the two-row picker will 
equal the work of 12 to 16 men in 
husking from 15 to 20 acres. 
With this new machinery the 
farmer is enabled to attend to 
other

without 
crowding, and the corn may be 
picked while In the best stage for 
clean, thrifty harvesting, and the 
fields can he foraged earlier while 
there is more feeding value in the 
stalks.

Experts Discover Bentonite 


And Nicotine Will Make 


Practical Spray 


Special Ta Th# Bedew. 
WASHINGTON. Oct. 25—Of the 
thousands of preparations studied 
by chemists aud entomologists of 
tho U. S. department of agricul­ 
ture, a combination of nicotine, 
present in the tobacco plant, and 
bentonite, a natural clay found in 
the west, seems most likely V° 
meet the American fruit growers' 
need for something that will kill 
apple worms without injuring trees 
or foliage or leaving undesirable 
residues on treated fruit. 
In his annual report to the sec­ 
retary of agriculture for the year 
ended June 30. 1938, Dr. Leo A. 
Strong, chief of the bureau of en­ 
tomology 
and 
plant 
quarantine, 
ootllner the progress of labora­ 
tory and field work on which the 
bateau bases ail Its recommenda­ 
tions for the practical control of 
Insect pests and plant diseases. 
For several years one of the 
Main features of the b u reau 's work 
l a s been the effort to find organic 
gnbstltutes for the Inorganic Insec­ 


ticides, notably lead arsenate. Or­ 
ganic insecticides, other than nico­ 
tine. that are giving increasingly 
good results are those containing 
rote none, a natural principle of 
derris (a plant cultivated in the 
far east), of cube and timbo (South 
American 
plants), 
and 
of 
the 
devils 
shoestring 
(a 
native 
of 
North America). 
Every year the bureau discov­ 
ers new ways for more effective 
uses of substances long known to 
have insecticidal value. Two of 
these new methods are practical 
for the protection from the corn 
ear worm of sweet corn, especial­ 
ly the early varieties which have 
a very high market value. They 
consist of fumigating or of oiling 
the ears aa soon as the silks have 
wilted. 
OII Smothers Worms 
For fumigation, a small cylin­ 
drical tablet *111* the worms al­ 
ready there, aa well as those that 
come later. For oiling, a few drops 
of a light, highly refined mineral 
oil are dropped from a can. or 
sprayed from an utomiter, onto the 
silk. Soaking through the entire 
mass of silk, the oil smothers 
small worms and drives out larger 
ones. 
Another new line of attack on 
an Insect pest is th i feeding of an 
Insecticidal substances to animals. 
This substance is phenothiazine. 
It renders the manure unfavorable 
for the development of the larvae 
of such Insects as horn flies which 
breini entirely In this medium.

Interest through a 411 project re­ 
lated to the awork. 
The project is limited to boys of 
15 years of age and over. The work 
introduces a father and son rela­ 
tionship, which will ald in meet­ 
ing a need 
for more thorough 
knowledge of farming. 
The project In soil and water 
conservation is based on two to 
three years work. During the first 
year, tho boy with the help of his 
leader 
learns 
the 
principles 
of 
conservation and make* a survey 
of his father’s farm. This will In­ 
clude a base map of the farm, a 
survey to check the amount of ero­ 
sion, 
the

of eoll 
type and the percent of slope of 
each field. 
After charting the boy selects a 
field on which he applies contour 
cultivation. 
In the second and third year 
work, the boy and his father re­ 
organize the farm for better land 
use.
